My first experience with AspenPointe, 
a local mental health service pro- 
vider, was watching some of its clients 
make pad Thai for me. 

Like most people, I didn't see the con- 
nection. But I was curious. 

As it turns out, AspenPointe's execu- 
tives must have really taken to heart that 
old office adage about "out of the box" 
thinking. Decades ago, they saw that they 
could help their clients with therapy and 
medication, but they also saw that those 
services often fell short of transforming 
people's lives. Their clients needed a 
sense of pride and purpose. And in many 
cases they also needed an income. 
In short, they needed jobs. 
And here's where that out-of-the-box 
thinking comes in (see cover story, p. 17). 
Rather than simply point out the problem, 
or ask other companies to employ people 
with mental illness, AspenPointe culti- 
vated and opened blue-collar businesses, 
from custodial services to cafes, and then 
hired its own clients. 

That was a big leap — some say too 
big — and it only expanded from there. 
AspenPointe grew to develop job training 
programs and other helping businesses 
for not only those with mental illness, but 
for others who struggle, like 19-year-old 
Ernestine Brooks, a high school dropout. 

AspenPointe helped Ernestine earn her 
GED and sign up for community college. 
And they gave her a support system. 

"It's almost like having older brothers 
and sisters looking out for you," she told 
me recently. 

From pad Thai to GEDs, AspenPointe is 
undoubtedly changing the face of mental 
health care locally.

Remember "Hope & Change"? No, not the one you're thinking of, but 
the 2011 Colorado Springs version. 
We were about to elect the city's first strong mayor, and things were 
going to change. The new mayor, whether Steve Bach or Richard Skor- 
man, would be able to cut through the city's ossified bureaucracy, energize 
the disillusioned citizenry, and revivify our decaying, disconsolate city. 

Imagine it! City government no longer would be a hall of mirrors, a rickety 
funhouse where no one was accountable, no one was in control, and no one was 
responsible for anything. Elected officials might as well have been street mimes: 
attending meetings, expressing opinions and casting meaningless votes. 

The mayor would make decisions. He'd be the go-to guy. Council's petty quar- 
rels would disappear from the news. Within a year, we'd see some changes. 

It's been nearly a year, and we're still waiting. Council is still quarrel- 
some, dysfunctional, and great copy, while city government seems as plod- 
ding and unimaginative as ever. 

Half a dozen senior city officials have quit or been 

shown the door, but their successors have yet to gain 
much traction. The administration has enlisted dozens 
of high-powered volunteers for so-called "solutions 
teams," which have yet to solve much of anything. 

Didn't the new form of government change things? 
Or is Mayor Bach just not doing his job? 
^^^^^^^^^^^ Consider the hand he was dealt. The rewritten char- 
ter was sold to voters in 2010 as changing the form of 
government to a strong-mayor system — but that's not what we have. 

Ours is an odd coupling of two opposite systems. Bill Maher and Sarah 
Palin? Rachel Maddow and James Dobson? Some couples just wouldn't work. 

The mayor gets a nice office, a generous paycheck and the power to 
manage city operations. But he has no authority over Colorado Springs 
Utilities or Memorial Health System. Those operations dwarf city govern- 
ment, yet City Council controls both. Council also retains control over 
land-use decisions, which are not subject to mayoral vetoes. 

This irrational division of power, which gives a body of nine essentially 
unpaid volunteers more executive authority than the city's CEO, might 
have been designed to create conflict. 

We've seen Bach try, without much success, to extend his writ to Utilities 
and Memorial. We've seen Council characterize a petty dispute over funding 
tennis courts as an underhanded power grab by a scheming mayor. And now 
we have the signature moment: Robert Shonkwiler vs. Brandy Williams! 

Shonkwiler spent months analyzing the transit system, came up with 
thoughtful recommendations, and expected to be thanked, not subjected 
to an unfriendly grilling. In asking Shonkwiler whether he'd ridden on the 
transit system he so extensively analyzed, Williams was pitch-perfect. She 
showed herself to be concerned with those who must rely on public transit, 
not just looking to cut costs and find operating efficiencies. Shonkwiler's 
response ("None of your business!") sent the media into a delighted frenzy. 

It's Rashomon. Did a crusty, arrogant Bach crony disrespect a bright 
young Councilor? Or did a scheming young politician disrespect a wise 
elder giving selflessly of his time to help his city? 
Neither. What we saw was a clash of cultures. 

Council is used to the slow rhythms and rituals of city government, not 
the jangly, competitive impatience of the private sector. 

Does Bach want advice? Tell him to listen to civic-minded volunteers on 
scores of boards and commissions. Does he want to get things done? Tell him 
to learn how the city really works, and stop spouting meaningless slogans. 

This clash won't go away, and will likely intensify. It's taken Bach a year to 
understand city government and get his team in place. Now it's time for action. 

Slogans such as making Colorado Springs "the most business-friendly 
city in America" may sound like meaningless political verbiage, but wait 
until the mayor's private-sector hires start implementing the changes that 
slogan requires. And don't be surprised to see drastic proposals for restruc- 
turing city government in the 2013 budget. 

Bach's almost 70 — he's not going to wait for a decade or two to get 
things done. As someone from Bach's administration told me the other day: 
"John, you remember the word drag-ass? It's what we used to call people 
who just wouldn't do anything. We're getting rid of the drag-asses." 

But turnover alone won't solve the city's problems. Only changes will.

The drastic rise in the price of oil and gasoline is in part the result of 
forces beyond our control: As high-growth countries like China and 
India increase the demand for petroleum, the price will go up. 

But there are factors contributing to the high price of oil that we can do 
something about. Chief among them is the effect of "pure" speculators — 
investors who buy and sell oil futures but never take physical possession 
of oil. These middlemen add little value and lots of cost as they bid up the 
price in pursuit of financial gain. They should be banned from the world's 
commodity exchanges, which could drive down the price of oil by as much 
as 40 percent and gasoline by as much as $1 a gallon. 

Today, speculators dominate the trading of oil futures. According to 
Congressional testimony by commodities specialist Michael W. Masters in 

2009, oil futures markets routinely trade more 

than 1 billion barrels of oil per day. Given that 
the entire world produces only around 85 million 
"wet" barrels a day, this means more than 90 
percent of trading involves speculators' exchang- 
ing "paper" barrels with one another. 

Because of speculation, today's oil prices of 
more than $100 a barrel have become discon- 
nected from the costs of extraction, which aver- 
age $11 a barrel worldwide. Pure speculators 
account for as much as 40 percent of that high price, according to testi- 
mony that Rex Tiller son, chief executive of ExxonMobil, gave to Congress 
last year. 

Many economists contend that speculation on oil futures is a good thing, 
because it increases liquidity and better distributes risk, allowing refiners, 
producers, wholesalers and consumers (like airlines) to "hedge" their positions 
more efficiently, protecting themselves against unseen future price shifts. 

But it's one thing to have a trading system in which oil industry play- 
ers place strategic bets on where prices will be months into the future; it's 
another thing to have a system in which hedge funds and bankers pump 
billions of speculative dollars into commodity exchanges, chasing a limited 
number of barrels and driving up the price. The same concern explains 
why the U.S. placed limits on pure speculators in grain exchanges after 
repeated manipulations of crop prices during the Great Depression. 

The market for oil futures differs from the markets for other commodities 
in the sheer size and scope of trading and its impact on a strategically impor- 
tant resource. There is a fundamental difference between oil futures and, 
say, orange juice futures. If orange juice gets too pricey (perhaps because of 
a speculative bubble), we can easily switch to apple juice. The same does not 
hold with oil. Higher oil prices act like a choke-chain on the economy, drag- 
ging down profits for ordinary businesses and depressing investment. 

When I started buying and selling oil more than 30 years ago for my 
nonprofit organization, speculation wasn't significant. But in 1991, just 
a few years after oil futures began trading on the New York Mercantile 
Exchange, Goldman Sachs made an argument to the Commodity Futures 
Trading Commission that Wall Street dealers who put down big bets on oil 
should be considered legitimate hedgers and granted an exemption from 
regulatory limits on their trades. 

The commission granted an exemption, allowing Goldman Sachs to pro- 
cess billions in speculative oil trades. Other exemptions followed. By 2008, 
eight investment banks accounted for 32 percent of the oil futures market. 
According to a recent analysis by McClatchy, only about 30 percent of oil 
futures traders are actual oil industry participants. 

Limiting speculators in the oil markets doesn't go far enough. Those 
eight investment banks alone can severely inflate the price of oil. Federal 
legislation should bar pure oil speculators entirely from U.S. commodity 
exchanges, European and Asian markets should also chase oil speculators 
from the world's commodity markets. 

Eliminating pure speculation on oil futures is a question of fairness. 
The choice is between a world of hedge-fund traders who make enormous 
amounts of money at the expense of people who need to drive their cars 
and heat their homes, and a world where the fundamentals of life — food, 
housing, health care, education and energy — remain affordable for all.

Memorial's case mismanagement 



To all those cynics who were breathing fire over the $1.15 million sever- 
ance deal for Memorial Health System CEO Dr. Larry McEvoy, here's 
a little observation. 

You were simply getting a full dose of your own medicine. And you 
didn't want to swallow it. You wanted the Colorado Springs city govern- 
ment and its enterprises to be run like businesses. But when that happened, 
you didn't like how the money was spent. 
Sorry, can't have it both ways. 

You've talked about Utilities needing its own separate board with as much 
expert knowledge as possible, similar to Memorial's. But when those Memo- 
rial trustees decided to think and act like a real hospital board instead of like 
political animals, suddenly you wanted heads served on a platter. 

Really. 

This is not to say Memorial's board has done everything right, because it 
certainly hasn't. We've seen a series of public -relations disasters involving 
Memorial the past two years, whether initiated by the board, MHS staff, 

City Council or task forces. 

If everyone involved with the MHS 
board had to take truth serum, they'd 
probably say they shouldn't have hired 
McEvoy in the first place at the start of 
2008. He was an emergency-room doc- 
tor with limited experience in high-level 
management. He had sufficient creden- 
tials for some kind of supervisory posi- 
tion, but not CEO over a $500 million 
operation. Still, he had ideas and enjoyed the staff's support — for a while. 

Some might say McEvoy pulled Memorial out of terrible financial trou- 
bles in his first two years, but the good people around him in upper man- 
agement had at least as much to do with that, if not more. 

Then, as the pressure grew to use Memorial in helping the city out of its 
financial crisis, McEvoy faced his first true test of leadership. The prize 
was simple: cementing his own future. 
And he failed. 

His task was daunting but well-defined: Convince the people, and City 
Council, that Memorial should become a separate nonprofit entity with the 
same management and governance. McEvoy was in the driver's seat. 

Didn't happen. So, after Council voted in January to go along with a task 
force's decision to negotiate a long-term lease of Memorial to the Universi- 
ty of Colorado Hospital and its system, McEvoy essentially became a lame- 
duck CEO. Yet before that same month ended, Memorial's board quietly 
gave McEvoy a $120,000 raise, upping his salary to $670,009. 

Never mind that McEvoy, just 46 with many working years ahead of him, 
was on his way out of Memorial. Never mind that he had botched his big- 
gest challenge as Memorial's top dog. Never mind that the hospital had cut 
800 positions since 2007, largely through attrition. 

Still, he took the $120,000 raise for himself. Three months later, the board 
delivered its biggest PR boondoggle, changing his severance terms from six 
months of salary (or $335,000 — a nice chunk of change) to three times that. 

Here, Larry, take this $1.15 million going- away present and run. 

But here's the thing: That's how other hospitals do it in the real world, 
where Memorial is headed as part of UCH later this year. 

What can be learned from this? Hard to say. The makeup of Memorial's 
board won't matter, as soon as UCH takes over the lease and runs the show. 

From the city's end, perhaps Council needs to focus more on cooperation 
and compromise. As of now, some members are trying to be diplomatic 
while others are showboating, manipulating and meddling. 

Case in point: While Mayor Steve Bach and Council leaders Scott Hente 
and Jan Martin sought to help produce an acceptable compromise, Councilor 
Angela Dougan showed up at the Memorial board's special meeting Monday, 
without being invited. She even joined the board's executive session for 50 min- 
utes, until the trustees asked her to leave for their final discussions. It didn't feel 
right. Or smell right. She had been among the loudest cynics, yet there she was. 

In the end, there was no compromise. Instead, the city might have to live 
with some nasty consequences, such as legal action or perhaps more trouble 



finalizing that lease. 
And almost everyone involved has to share in the blame.

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Rescuing 4 No Man's Land' 

New plans could spell a better future for a west side area known for neglect, crime

At the west side Safeway shopping 
center, panhandlers can be hard 
to miss. 

"This is how bad it is over there: 
There was a lady in a bikini, hula 
hooping, standing on Safeway prop- 
erty," local hotel owner Mike Crepeau 
says. "And her associate had his hand 
out with a sign. She's in a bikini! Hula 
hooping. With a pink-and-white hula 
hoop. Standing right there under the 
Safeway sign." 



could be on the way: everything from 
campaigns to stop panhandlers, to 
stepped-up police enforcement, to 
huge infrastructure investments. 

A gathering of minds 

In the past few years, government 
workers have been meeting to look 
at infrastructure solutions. Neighbor- 
hood watch groups have honed in. 
The Colorado Springs Police Depart- 
ment's Homeless Outreach Team 




County commissioners approved a $300,000 contractjor area planning and design. 



Crepeau doesn't want the name of 
his business printed, because he says 
other business owners who have spo- 
ken to the media have had their prop- 
erties vandalized. And that's another 
problem that's plagued "No Man's 
Land," the stretch of Colorado Avenue 
from 31st Street west to Manitou 
Springs — crime. 

In the past few months, there was 
the robbery of the Papa Murphy's store 
by a machete -wielding suspect. How- 
ard York was arrested for that crime, 
and shortly afterward, the body of 
Crysta Chisholm, a 32-year-old vaga- 
bond mother of four, was found stuffed 
underneath his west side trailer. 

Then there was the woman who 
was allegedly assaulted in the Safe- 
way restroom. The incident, along 
with customer complaints about 
aggressive panhandlers, prompted 
Safeway to hire a security guard. 

Meanwhile, stakeholders say, the 
usual police cars show up at motels 
lining the road, where crimes like 
drug use and prostitution are becom- 
ing the norm. 

With ownership shared among 
the state, El Paso County, Manitou 
Springs and Colorado Springs, it's 
long been unclear who should care for 
the area. Basically, no one has. But 
after years of planning, big changes 



(HOT) has started patrolling. Area 
business owners have formed the 
Avenue Merchants Association, aimed 
at calling attention to problems and 
looking for solutions. 

The area's also become something 
of a favorite cause for El Paso County 
Commissioner Sallie Clark and her 
husband, Welling, president of the 
Organization of Westside Neighbors. 
On April 25, Welling hosted the first 
official meeting of the No Man's 
Land Stakeholder Task Force at the 
Gold Hill Police Substation. 

The gathered group was impres- 
sive: Sallie Clark, Colorado Springs 
City Councilors Merv Bennett and 
Lisa Czelatdko, Manitou City Coun- 
cilor Coreen Toll, Colorado Springs 
Police Chief Pete Carey, Homeward 
Pikes Peak Director Bob Holmes, 
plus representatives from the El 
Paso County Sheriff's Office, the 
police department, neighborhood 
and merchants groups. The group 
talked at length about the problems 
they were experiencing, especially 
the panhandling. 

"I've been with Safeway 36 years 
and I've never seen this," said Safe- 
way store manager Jim Withrow. 

Others nodded in agreement. But 
most recognized that solving the 
problem isn't as simple as stepping up 



police enforcement. As HOT Team 
member Brett Iverson noted, police 
can only issue tickets if customers 
report incidents where panhandlers 
are aggressive. 

"It's not illegal to walk up and 
down the sidewalk," he told the Indy 
before the meeting. "It's not illegal to 
look weird." 

Iverson also noted that most 
No Man's Land panhandlers aren't 
homeless. Some beg as an alterna- 
tive to getting a job. Others can't 
work due to age or disability, 
find they can't get by on their 
government checks, and beg to 
make up the difference. 

Solutions on the way 

Despite the obstacles, the task 
force did come up with some ideas. 

Colorado Springs officials 
offered to look into tweaking an 
ordinance to make it illegal to 
panhandle on Colorado Avenue, 
which is technically a state high- 
way. Law enforcement agreed 
to ask area businesses to bring 
buildings up to code, and to abide 
by nuisance ordinances. The 
group was planning to contact 
service providers that could help 
needy residents. And merchants 
said they'd consider asking cus- 
tomers not to give to panhandlers, 
because money might be used to pur- 
chase drugs and alcohol. 

Bigger dreams were also discussed 
— getting special tax breaks for the 
area, installing security cameras, 
forming a business improvement dis- 
trict — for the future. 

One big change, however, could 
be just around the corner. On April 
26, county commissioners approved 
a contract for a civil and traffic engi- 
neering planning and design study 
of the area by the firm Felsburg Holt 
& Ullevig. The Colorado Depart- 
ment of Transportation is funding the 
$300,000 plan, which will involve a 
public process. 

The plan means that No Man's 
Land will be one step closer to the 
transformation outlined in the draft 
Pikes Peak Rural Transportation 
Authority II, a proposal to renew a 
sales tax that funds a set list of road 
projects chosen by its member gov- 
ernments. No Man's Land has been a 
popular project for the renewal, with 
the county, Colorado Springs and 
Manitou Springs putting improve- 
ments for the area on their projects 
list. Voters will decide whether to 
fund PPRTA II in November.

The squeeze is on 

A state flub hurts an already reeling medical marijuana industry

To the surprise of nobody, medical- 
marijuana-center owners are once 
again being mined for money by those 
in power. Of course, it may seem per- 
fectly appropriate to those who write 
the rules — in this case the Colorado 
Department of Revenue and its Medi- 
cal Marijuana Enforcement Division 
— but dispensary owners aren't happy 
that they're being told to bridge a bud- 
get gap they didn't create. 

Initially, the MMED told the indus- 
try that it would collect a license fee 
upon approving an application. And it 
wouldn't do that until receiving word 
that a center had been approved at the 
local level. 

But local governments fell way 
behind; in the Springs, for instance, as 
of April 30, the City Clerk's office has 
processed only 35 of 122 applications. 
By this spring, that meant a roughly $5 
million shortfall at the state level. 

In response, MMED told potential 
licensees to pony up the fees, or "the 
Division will not consider or process 
your application ..." in the words of 
director Laura K. Harris. 



Not that kind of green 

The problem — which first came to 
light in early April, when the MMED 
transferred 17 of its 37 employees to 
other divisions because of the short- 
fall — has drawn legislative attention. 
Reps. Beth McCann and Tom Massey 
of Denver and Poncha Springs, respec- 
tively, last week introduced a bill that 
funds the division through the rest of 
the year, plus a reserve. The $7.7 mil- 
lion total would come from a surplus 
the Colorado Department of Public 
Health and Environment has in its $10 
million fund of fees paid by people 
applying to become MM J patients. 

And yet, center owners are still 
being told to pay up. 

"The lowest [license fee] is 
$6,500," says Tanya Garduno, who 
owns Amendment 20 Caregivers, and 
serves as president of the Colorado 
Springs Medical Cannabis Council. 
"That is for the smallest of people; 
that is if you only have one center 
and one grow. If you've got multiple 
grows, or you have an [infused-prod- 
uct manufacturer's license], the fees 
go up from there." 

License fees can go as high as 
$14,000 for a center with more than

As any 5 -year-old will tell you, 
it's hard to play ball when the rules 
change mid-game. But DOR spokes- 
man Mark Couch doesn't really see 
this situation that way. 

"The rules were always that we 
were allowed to collect the applica- 
tion and licensing fees at the same 
time," he says. "We didn't do that 
because we expected local approvals 
would be occurring; and that state 
licensing fee could be collected as 
those local approvals occurred. And 
that didn't happen at the rate that we 
expected." 



500 patients. Add on $2,750 for each 
grow space, or infused-products facil- 
ity, and the bill increases quickly. 

"I know that there's a lot of people 
who didn't expect to pay this fee right 
now," Garduno says. "When you're 
projecting your fees for the year, if 
you think that something's due in 
May and all of a sudden it's due in 
February, that's gonna affect the way 
that you planned your business." 

That's the situation in which Rob- 
ert Lovato finds himself. The owner 
of two Humboldt Care and Wellness 
centers, not to mention their respec- 



tive grow rooms and an infused-prod- 
ucts manufacturing license, is on the 
hook for $26,000, due immediately. 

"You know, the sales haven't been 
stellar, so I'm gonna have to make 
some decisions of how I'm gonna do 
it," he says. "If it's going back to the 
partners and doing a capital call. I just 
don't know what to do right now, and 
that's what we're trying to figure out." 

Commercial costs 

And it's not just the fees. City land- 
use regulations for MMJ facilities 
were only created within the last year, 
meaning centers have recently been 
hit with costs as high as $175,000 to 
get their buildings up to code. 

"Right now, in order for you to get 
your license, [the city's] requiring 
everyone to get a Certificate of Occu- 
pancy," says Garduno. "Which means 
a lot of the contractors in Regional 
Building are making some serious 
cash, because they're really making 
us jump through a lot of hoops." 

Local contractor Stan Lewis, who 
says he might do more MMJ-related 
building work than anyone else in the 
county, says that's true, though it's to 
be expected considering the industry. 

"The fire depart- 
ment probably looks a 
little bit closer to 'em 
than they would other 
business, but not really 
harsh," says the 42 -year 
professional. "And then 
you get into Regional 
Building stuff, and they 
look at these stricter, 
as far as the electrical 
requirements are con- 
cerned, simply because 
you've got so much 
power going into these 
buildings." 

Lewis says many 
additional costs being 
incurred by MMJ own- 
ers come from having to 
modify grow spaces to 
have fireproofed walls, 
intricate electrical systems, exten- 
sive filtered ventilation and the like. 
"There is nothing cheap about com- 
mercial construction." 

Regardless, it leaves entrepreneurs 
in a bind. 

"Every single center I talk to it's 
the same situation: Our sales are 
down, [and] we're expected to pay 
these large fees right away," says 
Lovato. "It's been nickel-and-diming 
us like crazy, and you just gotta figure 
out how to do it."

Choppy waters 

Southern Delivery System faces a new set of challenges on its way to completion

You know how soap operas go. As 
soon as one drama is resolved, 
another arises. 




SDS construction is moving forward, but 
Utilities still needs permits and rulings. 



So goes the Southern Delivery System. 

But while soaps are fictional, Colo- 
rado Springs Utilities' water pipeline 
project is a hard reality. Even with 
recent good news regarding interest 
rates, SDS is going to cost ratepayers 
about $1.6 billion, including interest. 
Complications, of course, could drive 
the cost higher. And quite a few have 
been popping up lately. 

A contrary court ruling. A compet- 
ing reservoir plan. Skirmishes over 
access to engineer the 60-mile line 
from Pueblo Reservoir. Unresolved 
deals for real estate and trenching. 

Utilities thought it was home-free 
last year after negotiating a long-term 
storage deal in Pueblo Reservoir with 
the federal government. It's already 



installed 20 miles of pipe and acquired 
63 percent of the roughly 300 parcels it 
needs. So what could go wrong? 

Plenty, apparently. 

"It just speaks to how increasingly 
difficult it is to get a project like this put 
on line," Utilities spokeswoman Janet 
Rummel says. "At this time, we believe 
we can continue to manage these risks 
within the approved budget." 

But there are no guarantees. 

Competing reservoirs 

SDS, which will deliver water by 
2016 from Pueblo Reservoir to Colo- 
rado Springs and Pueblo West, Secu- 
rity and Fountain, includes plans for 
a reservoir on Upper Williams Creek, 
southeast of the city on about 2,000 
acres of land. About 1,140 acres are 
owned by the State Land Board, and 
791 acres by the Norris family: Bob 
(the former "Marlboro Man"), his son 
Steve and grandson, Steven. 

That reservoir site has been included 
in the project since 2008, but Utilities 
didn't contact the Norris family about 
it until March 9 of this year. By then 
the Norrises, who own swaths of land 
in El Paso and Pueblo counties, had 
already applied with El Paso County 
to form the Marlborough Metropolitan 
District, with a reservoir in mind for 
the same land. 

Explains Robert Duncan, the Nor- 
rises' attorney: "The Norris family 
came to me in 2011 and said, 'Do we 
just have to sit here and wait? Do we 
have to keep our property frozen until 
the SDS project gets ready to buy it?'" 

Instead, the family hired a water 
engineering firm, which Duncan 
says has found possible customers for 
water storage, including Cherokee 
Metropolitan District, Duncan says. 
The Norrises envision a $102 million 
reservoir holding enough water to 



serve about 60,000 to 90,000 families. 

They certainly face obstacles. Any 
water project begins with owning 
water rights; Utilities has them and 
the Norrises don't, says SDS deputy 
program director Keith Riley. County 
commissioners approved Utilities' res- 
ervoir location in 2010, and Utilities 
contends they can't approve the same 
spot for someone else. Also, there's the 
question of how to deliver water to and 
from the reservoir. 

"The challenges may be insurmount- 
able," Duncan acknowledges. "On 
the other hand, if we form the metro 
district and get good cooperation from 
regional water providers, we could 
move forward in a positive direction. 

"I can't predict what the city of 
Colorado Springs is going to do. The 
Norris family has plans to build a 
reservoir. Colorado Springs might be 
interested in working with us or us 
with them." 

One meeting with Utilities seemed 
"productive," he adds, in that "nobody 
threw anything or threatened any law- 
suits." But when the city gave written 
comments to the county on the Norris 
plan, they included terms like "unsup- 
portable" and "speculative at best." 

Million questions 

At the very least, the Norris fam- 
ily could drive a hard bargain: Steve 
Norris says the land has been valued 
at $50,000 per acre. But for now, he's 
"not interested" in selling. 

"The more we get into [reservoir 
planning]," he says, "the more excited 
we are that we can actually do this." 

Another part of the mix is a project 
being floated by Fort Collins entre- 
preneur Aaron Million, a friend of 
the Norris family. He's planning a $3 
billion, 500-mile pipeline from Wyo- 
ming's Green River to Front Range cit- 



ies and farms, and says he could store 
water in the Norrises' reservoir. 

"We believe it's in the interest of 
the state to help alleviate the pressure 
on the Arkansas [River], to add more 
water supplies to the region overall," 
Million says. "Plus, the hydropower 
piece. We're having initial discussions 
with the military. It's a huge opportu- 
nity for them to secure power." 

Fort Carson spokeswoman Dee 
McNutt says the post is interested in 
"any viable sustainable energy proj- 
ects that would help us meet our net 
zero goals," but adds that any project 
"would need to be coordinated through 
Colorado Springs Utilities." 

"They may see us as a competitor, 
which is unfortunate," Million says 
of Utilities, "because they're going to 
infringe on a family that has a major 
legacy in the region. They're going 
to infringe on the military for secure 
power, and they're going to infringe on 
the continued erosion of the agricul- 
tural base on the Arkansas." 

Another problem for Utilities is 
Pueblo District Judge Victor Reyes' 
decision to overturn SDS's "401 certifi- 
cation" by the Colorado Water Quality 
Control Division. Reyes ruled the state 
failed to adequately assess the impact 
of SDS on Fountain Creek. Utilities 
has appealed. 

Lastly, the city faces minor approv- 
als related to construction. One is 
burrowing the pipeline under Union 
Pacific Railroad tracks in a way that 
meets the rail company's demands, and 
satisfies federal and state regulators. 
Utilities officials are confident they 
can resolve that. 

But don't bet against more headlines. 
As Rummel says, "There's never a dull 
moment in our world."

COLORADO SPRINGS 
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Russians coming to Carson 

Colorado Springs soon will be invaded by 
Russian soldiers — a whole 20 of them. 

Lt. Col. Steve Osterholzer, public affairs 
officer with the 10th Special Forces 
Group at Fort Carson, says he's been 
receiving a lot of interesting phone calls 
since an online news service, EU Times, 
incorrectly reported that Russian troops 
would betaking part in alarming exercises 
on American soil, such as "taking and 
holding" Denver International Airport. 

"Ninety-nine percent of it is inaccurate," 
Osterholzer says of the article, which has 
inspired a glut of anti-globalist conspiracy- 
mongering. "The 1 percentthat is accurate 
is that, yes, some Russian soldiers are 
coming to do some training with us as part 
of the bilateral agreement." 

That agreement, signed last year, will 
focus on counterterrorism efforts, he 
says: "Counter-terrorism isn't an isolated 
fight. It is a worldwide fight in which we 
need to work together." 

At the end of May, 20 Russian soldiers 
will take part in basic training exercises 
for about two weeks at Fort Carson. 
They'll spend a day atthe shooting range, 
familiarizing themselves with common 
weapons. Being from an airborne 
recon platoon, they will go for a jump. 
They will train in communications and 
medical evacuation, and engage in some 
mountaineering exercises. 

"It's very basic training, and it's done 
in the name of building relationships," 
Osterholzer says. "And all of the stuff we 
are doing is unclassified." 

Like any foreign-exchange program, 
American soldiers also will visit Russia, 
but details have yet to be worked out on 
that.— CH 

Blaha rips 'earmarks' 

Robert Blaha's campaign for Congress 
has set its sights on incumbent U.S. Rep. 
Doug Lamborn's previous earmarks. In an 
attack launched Monday with radio and TV 
ads, Blaha, who's challenging Lamborn in 
the Republican primary for Colorado's 5th 
District, points to the "millions in taxpayer 
dollars that Lamborn funneled to some of 
his biggest campaign contributors." 

The ads point to a 2011 Gazette article 
about millions of dollars Lamborn secured 
for specific projects run by companies that 
gave to his campaign war chest between 
the 2008 and 2010 fiscal years. 

Lamborn, through spokeswoman 
Catherine Mortensen, responded 
by calling Blaha ignorant of the way 
Washington works. And naturally, she 
pointed out that Lamborn has since come 
out publicly against earmarks. 

"When Congressman Lamborn and 
Republicans regained the Majority in the 
House last January, one of the first things 
they did was ban earmarks," Mortensen 
says by e-mail, adding, "Lamborn and 
his Republican colleagues led the way 
in abandoning the practice of earmarks 
as a result of the widespread abuse of 



earmarks that Lamborn, and many in the 
public, found so offensive." — CH 

Williams, Gessler at odds 

They might be fellow Republicans, but that 
isn't stopping Secretary of State Scott 
Gessler and El Paso County Clerk and 
Recorder Wayne Williams from having to 
settle a disagreement in court. 

Williams' office announced Monday 
that he found a way to save the county, 
and its taxpayers, a cool 60 grand — 
by canceling some of the upcoming 
primary elections. Not all of them, just the 
uncontested ones. 

So, if you're a Democrat or a member 
of the American Constitution party, you 
wouldn't receive a ballot for the June 26 
primary. As Williams sees it, paying to 
send out ballots in uncontested races is a 
waste of money. 

Gessler's office disagrees, saying that 
allowing one party to have a primary and 
not others would give an unfair advantage 
of those candidates benefiting from the 
name recognition of being on a ballot, 
even without opposition. 

The issue has to be resolved before 
ballots go outto military voters overseas in 
a week or so. Media reports say Gessler's 
office will ask a court for a ruling. — CH 

Million-dollar melee at MHS 

Disagreement over a $1.1 5 million severance 
package for Memorial Health System CEO 
Dr. Larry McEvoy was expected to boil over 
Tuesday afternoon at a City Council special 
session. Some Councilors went into the 
meeting vowing to oustthe Memorial board 
of trustees who approved the package, and 
hoping to undo the deal. 

But trustee chair James Moore said the 
board and McEvoy had a legally binding 
contract, raising questions about whether 
the latter would be possible. 

McEvoy has been at the center of 
controversy for more than a year, as 
the city's sought to distance itself 
from Memorial while preserving it as a 
community asset. McEvoy and a Council- 
appointed Memorial Commission called 
for creating an independent nonprofit, 
but Council in January backed a lease 
with the Denver-based University 
of Colorado Health. The lease, under 
negotiation, is to be submitted to voters 
for approval in August. 

McEvoy, whose last day is Friday, says 
the 18-month severance deal is in line 
with industry standards and Memorial 
policies, and followed his and the board's 
mutual agreement that "this organization 
is better without me." 

Mike Scialdone, Memorial's chief 
financial officer, will serve as interim CEO. 
His $398,000 pay will be increased by 20 
percent while in the role.

irst came drugs and 
alcohol. 
Addiction gripped 15 -year- 
old Jennifer Given like a vise, 
but that was just part of what would 
rule her life for nearly two decades. 
The rest of her misfortune came knock- 
ing a year later, when she met the man she'd 
be with for the next 17 years, the father of her 
child — and her tormentor. 



Td say I 
was beat prob- 
ably once every two 
weeks," says Given, now 
42. "...Everything fueled it. 
The drugs fueled it, the alco- 
hol fueled it, the abuse fueled it, 
the unfaithfulness fueled it. So it was 
pretty much a horror show for 17 years. 
Pretty much. 

'So how it finally ended up was, after all those 
years of abuse and domestic violence charges, 
finally he went to jail for eight months. And it was 
during those eight months that I thought, 'I can't 
do this anymore."' 

But the problems didn't 
end there. When he left, 
the drugs, alcohol and 
unhealthy relationships 
continued. Finally, Given 
reached a breakdown. 

It was 2004. Given's 
mom, who until then had 
paid her daughter's bills 
and turned a blind eye to 
her problems, stopped by. 
Given then sliced a 9 -inch 
gash up her arm and fell to 
the floor in a pool of blood, 
with her mother standing -■§ 
over her, aghast. 

The scar is still there 
— big and angry, clear- 



it was off to the Lighthouse, an inpatient care cen- 
ter run by what was then called Pikes Peak Mental 
Health Center. 

"The first two or three days I was extremely bel- 
ligerent and angry and, 'Why am I here, there's no 
way that you guys can help me and you just don't 
understand,'" Given remembers. "By the fourth 
day I got to a place where enough people had 
talked to me that I thought, 'Maybe they do get it, 
and they really can help me.'" 

A few days later, she was released and sent 
directly to the group's outpatient care center, where 
she'd start years of therapy and treatment. As it 
turned out, Given had yet another problem — bor- 
derline personality disorder, one of the most seri- 
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ly visible just below the 
three-quarter-length sleeve 
of Given's floral cardigan. 
But it's difficult to imagine 
her all those years ago. Her long, reddish hair falls 
down her back. Her smile is kind and maternal, 
even as she uses the enthused, fast-paced speech 
usually reserved for teenagers. 

And yet, Given says, the scar is as big as it is 
because she wouldn't sit still to have it sewn up in 
the emergency room. She swung herself around 
furiously until they gave up and glued it shut. Then

ous mental illnesses, and particularly destructive if 
left untreated. 

In addition to therapy, Given took classes and 
began unlearning all the behaviors of those hor- 
rible years. In May 2008, she began volunteering 
for the organization that had helped her so much. 
Six months later, she was hired as a peer specialist 
to help others navigate the same hell she'd endured. 
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She remembers her new boss 

elling her, "We know you still 
have issues. We know you're 
going to still have some days 

hat aren't great. But my expec- 

ations of you are the same as 
for any other staff member." 
To Given, that was a good 

hing. "I need to be held 
accountable for my actions, 
she says. "I need to be held 
accountable for my responsi- 
bilities." 

At the organization now 
known as AspenPointe, Given 
has undergone a radical trans- 
formation. And she's shared 

t with an audience whose ear 
she probably never believed 
she'd have during those years 
of abuse and addiction: 
room full of congressmen and 
women in Washington, D.C. 

Given had flown there in 
2009 with top executives (who 
were advocating for more 
funding) to share her personal 
saga, and the story of the nonprofit that 
had finally been able to put the pieces of 
her life together. 

OHE-STOP SHOP 

When an arm breaks, you wear a cast. 

Minds, however, aren't so simple to fix. 
A drug might work. Therapy might work. 
A major lifestyle change might work. 

Far more likely, however, is that it'll take 
all three. 

This truth has radically transformed 
AspenPointe. Over the past couple 
decades, as its name has changed from 
Pikes Peak Mental Health Center to Pikes 
Peak Behavioral Health Group to Aspen- 
Pointe, the organization has gone from a 
raditional center that treats mental illness 
o a provider of a "continuum of care" that 
earned $48.6 million in revenues in the 
2010-11 fiscal year. 

Structurally, AspenPointe is no longer 
a single entity; instead, it's an umbrella 
organization that houses three nonprofits, 
ncluding a separate business nonprofit 
known as a social enterprise. 

That portion, AspenPointe Enterprises, 
runs a series of commercial endeavors: 
furniture assembly, cooking schools and 
cafes, GED courses, art classes for injured 
veterans, custodial and maintenance ser- 
vices, peer advocacy services like the one 
Given works for. In AspenPointe Enter- 
prises' last fiscal year, it served 3,288 
people, graduated 1,300 people from pro- 
grams (including GED testing), and placed 
155 people in jobs. In the same time, the 
businesses generated $6.45 million in total 
revenues (just $176,506 of which were 
grant funds). 

The mission is simple: Train those with 
mental illness and others with disadvan- 
ages to work in an industry. Then employ 
hem, or help them find jobs elsewhere. 
The businesses — or social enterprises — 
aren't there to make money, though they 
do. They're there to further AspenPointe's 
mission of healing the mind.

Why jobs? Well, AspenPointe COO 
Kelly Phillips-Henry explains, jobs pro- 
vide routine to people living with mental 
illness, and that allows them to get back 
to normal. 

Unfortunately, it can be tough for people 
with mental difficulties to find and keep 
jobs, because they may act erratically, not 
show up for a few days, or say something 
they shouldn't. 

"I think folks get scared by severe men- 
tal illness and/or folks with traumatic 
brain injury, because they act different," 
Phillips-Henry says. "But what we know 
is, when folks go into treatment and they 
actually get care, that helping them get into 
either a volunteer opportunity or a job ... 
keeps folks so much more structured dur- 
ing the day that they tend to do much better 
managing their mental health conditions." 

Since its beginnings in 1991, Aspen- 
Pointe Enterprises has grown to include 
nine businesses. And in the last decade, it's 
branched out to help not only those with 
mental illness, but also people with disabil- 
ities, the homeless, at-risk youth, seniors 
and military members and veterans. 

The basic tenets, however, have remained 
the same: Give people a hand up, create 
jobs, and increase understanding. 



core mission 
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For people with mental illness to suc- 
ceed on the job, you have to manage a 
lot of variables, says Jennifer DeGroff, 
AspenPointe's director of adult and rural 
services. 

"Is the person on a certain medica- 
tion where they can't be awake before 10 
o'clock?" she asks. "Are there certain nois- 
es or stimuli that they can't be around? We 
[clinicians] can help with that component. 
And then [the enterprises] can say, These 
are the types of jobs,' and we as a team 
together are looking at the jobs, as opposed 
to just a vocational or just a mental health 
approach." 

AspenPointe can tailor a job specifi- 
cally to a person's needs and abilities, 



then monitor him or her. And 
at AspenPointe Enterprises, 
there's leeway to see what will 
work; a blowout won't auto- 
matically lead to a pink slip. 
These businesses can act as 
testing grounds. 

That said, Jonathan Liebert, 
vice president of enterpris- 
es, says AspenPointe Enter- 
prises wants its businesses 
to feel very similar to any 
other businesses. Thus, only 
about 50 percent of enterprise 
employees have a disability 
or mental illness; supervisors 
are experts in their field, not 
mental health professionals; 
and there's real work to be 
done, real profits to be won 
or lost. Though AspenPointe 
Enterprises was originally 
conceived as way for Aspen- 
Pointe to "hire our own peo- 
ple," as Liebert puts it, "We 
figured out really quickly we 
can't hire them all." 
So, since 2001, AspenPointe Enterprises 
has been creating and expanding programs 
that train people to be good employees 
for any company, anywhere. The YMCA 
of the Pikes Peak Region, for instance, 
recently contracted with AspenPointe 
Enterprises for custodial services in four 
centers. The organization was comfortable 
with the professionalism of the work, and 
excited that some veterans would be given 
jobs through the contract. 

"It's not about, 'Give us a handout or 
do us a favor,'" says Stacey Burns, Aspen- 
Pointe's director of career and development 
services. "It's about, 'You're getting a 
well-trained, well-groomed employee, and 
another whole set of staff behind them.' 
But we're going to make sure they're a 
good fit for a job." 

Robert Fetsch, extension specialist and 
professor in human development and fam- 
ily studies at Colorado State University 
in Fort Collins, says models like Aspen- 
Pointe's are sorely needed. Unemploy- 
ment in Colorado sits at 7.8 percent, and 
Fetsch points out that just as mental illness 
can lead to unemployment, widespread 
unemployment can lead to greater rates of 
mental illness. 

"I would think with all the stresses 
and strains we've had over the past sev- 
eral years since the Great Recession, that 
the cognitive and the physical strains on 
people have been higher," he says. "There's 
some evidence of that, in terms of, if you 
look at the suicide rates here in Colorado 
and Texas and other places, our suicide 
rates are going up." 

In 2009, Colorado's suicide rate out- 
paced the national average of about 12 
deaths per 100,000 people, with more than 
18 deaths per 100,000. Fetsch also notes 
that an estimated 1 in 5 Americans at any 
one time have clinical depression. 

Ordinary job programs may not be 
effective for those with mental illness. At 
Pikes Peak Workforce Center, Michelle 
Graham, business and community initia- 
tives director, says the center has many 



programs to help people find work, but 
will occasionally offer a scholarship to a 
client to attend AspenPointe Enterprises' 
programs. The center can help with a lot 
of problems, she says, but not dealing 
with mental illness. 

"At the end of the day," she says, "I'm 
just really glad AspenPointe exists." 

LEARdldQ A NEW WAY 

In 2009, Sally McDermitt had just lost 
her mother and inherited the caretaking role 
for her schizophrenic brother. It would have 
been hard to blame her for lashing out a little 
at an annoying co-worker. But she did more 
than snap at him. She screamed at him, and 
hit him with the door of her vehicle. 

That's when she called her doctor. "I 
said, There's got to be something you can 
do! I'm on the verge of killing myself for 
no reason.'" 

McDermitt, 55, believes the majority of 
her family likely had or has a mental ill- 
ness. Her life growing up was chaotic, and 
as a young woman, she soon discovered 
she had bipolar disorder. 

"I would take the little tests out of the 
magazine that say, 'Maybe you need to talk 
your doctor about Prozac if you answered 
yes to eight or nine of these questions,'" 
she remembers. "If you answered 10 and 
are putting some more down on there ..." 

She laughs heartily. McDermitt has 
smiling eyes that suit her tinge of a Texas

accent, and it would be easy to mistake her 
as carefree. But in reality, it's been a hard 
life. Left untreated, bipolar disorder leads 
to rapid mood swings and unpredictable, 
destructive behavior. She's fit that bill 
many times. 

The mother of four has been married 
to the same man for decades, but until 
recently, they rarely talked. He lived in the 
basement and she upstairs. At times, she 
recalls, he used to leave her on the side 
of the road when she'd launch into hurtful 
tirades while they were driving. They've 
separated more than once. 

At work, McDermitt tended to jump 
from one job to the next. 



Things seemed to be getting worse 
in 2009, when her doctor referred her 
to AspenPointe. She expected the usual 
patch-up: counseling and better prescrip- 
tions. But after coaxing from Aspen- 
Pointe's employees, she decided to start 
taking classes at the clinic. AspenPointe 
course subjects range from leadership 
skills to appropriate attitudes, and they 
hooked McDermitt. 

She discovered that not only was men- 
tal illness affecting her life, but so was a 
whole set of bad behaviors learned in her 
childhood. 

"I would spend pretty much all day 
here," she remembers. "And I'd go home 



and feel empty. Because I still didn't 
know how to act at home with family, 
because of the bad behaviors I'd learned 
before. I was learning how to undo them, 
how to get good behaviors, but it takes 
time." 

Something else was missing: McDer- 
mitt was unemployed, her last job having 
been temporary. AspenPointe Enterprises 
hired her as a custodian last fall. At first, 
McDermitt had to work with supervision, 
and she wasn't sure how much or what 
kind of work she could handle. Sometimes 
she'd get upset and call her boss, crying 
and screaming. 

"Ten years ago I'd either walk out on a 
job or I'd get fired right there," McDermitt 
says. "Three times [at past jobs] a manager 
just walked up to me, told me to get out 
now. I didn't even have to wait for my pay- 
check; they had it waiting for me before I 
hit the door." 

But at AspenPointe, they helped her ill- 
ness, behavior issues and work problems 
concurrently. All the channels were con- 
nected. 

Things began changing. Her husband 
took her out to dinner for the first time 
in 30 years. Her work began to fall into 
rhythms. Recently, she began cleaning a 
building alone on a regular shift. 

"If anything goes wrong, I'm respon- 
sible," she says, with obvious pride. "And 
if everything goes right, I'm the one who 
gets a pat on the back." 
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"My publicist Miller said, 'Do 
something media worthy. Buy 
a penguin. Cut your hair. Go to 
rehab.' I did all three." 
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BRAflCHIDQ OUT 

At AspenPointe Enterprises' main 
south-side office on Ruskin Drive, clients' 
artwork decorates the wall. 

One is a close-up interpretation of the 
stars in Van Gogh's "Starry Night." The 
swirls of light contain the names of famous 
people through the ages who struggled 
with mental illness. Another, done by a 
recovering young vandal, shows intricate, 
blue, graffiti- style tags forming the words 
"Community" and "Repair relationships." 

Clients-turned-workers constructed 
cubicles and furniture throughout the 
building. The floors are shined by cleaning 
crews made up of people like McDermitt; 
walls were painted by maintenance work- 
ers, many of whom once needed mainte- 
nance themselves. In a downstairs room, 
four walls are covered with framed GED 
certificates, each with the smiling face of a 
graduate, most young, some middle-aged. 

The Career and Development Services 
office in this building teaches job and 
interviewing skills. Education Services 
offers GED testing, tutoring, and career 
education programs. Creative Expres- 
sions is an art therapy program. The Peer 
Navigator program pairs military mem- 



bers about to re-enter the civilian world 
with experienced veterans. Youth Direc- 
tions helps troubled young people through 
restorative justice programs and life and 
career skills development. 

The programs are funded through 
earned revenues, fees, contracts, insurance 
payments and, to a lesser degree, grants. 
Since some programs can be expensive, 
AspenPointe Enterprises looks for ways to 
give scholarships for pay programs when- 
ever possible. 

And AspenPointe, on the whole, asserts 
that it helps people regardless of their abil- 
ity to pay. But not everyone in the mental 
health community sees the organization in 
such a light. 

Detractors say AspenPointe has strayed 
too far from its original mission of helping 
the poor in the community access mental 
health. They say it's grown too large and 
rich, that it overpays its executives, and 
that the underinsured and uninsured aren't 
likely to be able to access its services. 

That said, none of these people were 
willing to go on the record for this story. 
They claim AspenPointe's considerable 
power over the administrative boards of 
organizations and grant distribution make 
it too formidable an enemy.

Though AspenPointe operates a number of social enterprises, the easiest for the general 
public to support is AspenPointe Cafe, located at 1675 Garden of the Gods Road, inside 
the newly overhauled El Paso County Citizens Service Center. 

The Department of Human Ser- 
vices and Pikes Peak Workforce 
Center are located inside that 
old Intel facility, largely "serving 
the same population that we do," 
in the words of AspenPointe's 
director of business development, 
Karen Harding. But the Division 
of Motor Vehicles also operates 
a branch on-site, and wait times 
there tend to be shorter than at 
other DMV locations. 

Plus, the cafe features DMV £ 
monitors inside its expansive | 
dining area, so folks waiting 
for license renewals and the 
like can drop in for a Starbucks 
coffee drink and house-baked 
pastry or a full meal, assured they won't miss when their numbers are called. 

And helping AspenPointe is really just as simple as spending money atthe cafe. The barista 
who makes your coffee will likely be in a special training program based on Starbucks' own 
company training manual (good for later job placement, perhaps). And 100 percent of the pro- 
ceeds from your purchase will be reinvested in AspenPointe's student training program. 

Confidence building 

Currently there are 10 students (identifiable by theirtan chef hats) underthe supervi- 
sion of 21 AspenPointe food service workers and other support staff. At any one time, they 
may include at-riskyouth, veterans, students from the Colorado School for the Deaf and the 
Blind, and those with a variety of disabilities who've sought AspenPointe's services. The 
culinary training program runs for 17 weeks and costs $2,400 (open to the public, with rolling 
admission and scholarships available). 

"We try to build their self-esteem and get them to a working level," says AspenPointe 
sous chef Sean Gibbons. "Part of it's just being able to do the job. Part of it's being able to 
take criticism, because they'll get that in the real world." 




Students here get hands-on, real-world experience. 
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A few things, how- 
ever, can be indepen- 
dently confirmed. 

First, AspenPointe 
is certainly large, 
with main and part- 
ner offices and enter- 
prise business loca- 
tions stretching out 
over 18 locations. Of 
its $48.6 million in 
revenues last fiscal cq 
year, 48.8 percent was 
"sub capitated premi- 
um revenue" (a type of 
ongoing, per-member, per-month fee from 
insurance companies); 21.1 percent was 
from the state and federal government; 
9.18 percent was from local government 
contracts; 8.2 percent was from net client 
and third-party payments; and the rest 
came from other sources. 

Another point on finances: AspenPointe 
has taken flak for recent money decisions. 
In 2009, for instance, it shut down its 
20-bed detox facility, despite the center 
having been built with some public funds 
just 10 years before. El Paso County, which 
had chipped $1.3 million into the original 
effort, ended up taking over the program

and building a sec- 
ond center with 
more public funds. 

While Aspen- 
Pointe officials 
claimed at the time 
that detox was 
simply too expen- 
sive to keep going, 
the organization 
announced that 
same year that it 
would spend up to 
$100,000 to rename 
and rebrand itself. 
(At the time, it was still known as Pikes 
Peak Behavioral Health Group.) 

Executive pay, too, could be considered 
high. According to public tax documents, 
Morris Roth, CEO of AspenPointe, made 
$761,980 plus $71,675 in benefits in the 
2009-10 fiscal year. Eleven other admin- 
istrators listed on the tax documents 
made between $129,975 and $298,079, 
plus benefits. 

As for the most inflammatory claim — 
that underprivileged patients can't easily 
get care — Phillips-Henry says via e-mail 
that AspenPointe tries to serve everyone. 
The organization accepts most major insur-

Gibbons explains how a student will start in the dish room, then learn knife skills and prep 
work, followed by a couple weeks' work on each cooking station in-house, such as the soup 
and salad area, grill and saute line, Asian counter and wood-oven pizza area. They'll test 
out of each area before moving on, then complete a four-week internship somewhere in the 
community prior to graduation, from which they walk away holding a new Messermeister 
knife kit. 

AspenPointe also helps with job placement and follow-up support. Stacey Burns, Aspen- 
Pointe's director of career and development services, says 12 students have graduated 
since the cafe's inception Nov. 1. Six of those students have been hired internally, former 
executive chef Pete Aiello hired one student at his new post atthe DoubleTree Hotel - World 
Arena, and Colorado Springs School District 11, a key collaborator in AspenPointe's intern- 
ship program, acquired another. 

Food with purpose 

Director of business operations Brian Toon says that in less than six months, the cafe 
operation made it into the black. 

"We feel like we have to stand on our own legs financially and from a service standpoint," 
he says. "Quality food, quality customer service at a good price, and then to the customer, 
the social mission is gravy on top of that. We feel like we need to be around a long time, and 
you do that through sustainable business practices." 

Currently, the cafe sees around 350 to 400 guests per day, says Toon, 75 percent of them 
being county employees. He envisions taking up to 20 students as a short-term goal, and 
perhaps as many as 30 down the road. The expansive space can certainly handle the vol- 
ume; only three of five cashier stations are open atthe moment. 

Another way that small groups of individuals, businesses and larger organizations can 
help AspenPointe is by using its free meeting space, adjacent to the cafe's dining room. It's 
wired for PowerPoint presentations, and boxed lunches, full-service meals or simple coffee- 
and-pastry service can be arranged. After hours, it and the larger dining area may be rented 
at no cost for alcohol-free events for up to 500 people. 

With artwork created in AspenPointe's Creative Expressions program adorning walls 
throughout the space, plus a sunlit outdoor patio, it's a cozy-enough space trying to 
shrug off its corporate cafeteria origins. And for the typical guest atthe complex for a 
completely un-fun DMV visit, this fairly priced eatery with quality food — $1 pizza slices, 
gluten-free soups, sushi, pad Thai, gorgeous hazelnut-raspberry Linzer bars, even take 'n 
bake items — is a bright spot.

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ances, most notably Medicaid, and works to 
get people accepted even if their insurance 
company isn't initially inclined to pay. 

The state government, she writes, pro- 
vides funding to cover 879 uninsured 
AspenPointe patients annually, but with 
about 30,000 uninsured people in El Paso 
County, it's not nearly enough. Worse, she 
says, the state dictates how those funds 
are spent, divvying them up between age 
groups, which means less flexibility. 

Despite the challenges, Phillips-Henry 
writes, "Over the past 6 years, we have pro- 
vided services to 3,000-4,000 uninsured 
clients. This past year, we served even 
more — reaching 5059 uninsured clients 
in the El Paso, Teller and Park Counties." 

In the future, she says, national and state 
legislative changes are expected to fill out 
the insurance rolls and increase the num- 
ber of people AspenPointe can serve. 

She also notes that while there is no 
wait list to enter the AspenPointe system, 
patients have at times had to wait for adult 
psychiatry visits. Phillips-Henry says the 
organization was adding two or three new 
doctors at the end of the summer to try to 
alleviate the issue, and was already offer- 
ing weekend clinics to try to get patients 
seen sooner. 

PEOPLE > PROFITS 

When the enterprises began, no one at 
what was then Pikes Peak Mental Health

Center knew they were helping pioneer 
what would later be called the "fourth 
sector." Social enterprises and other busi- 
ness models focusing on positive outcomes 
for people and the environment (such as 
the Benefit Corporations in "Friends with 
benefits," cover story, March 8), are fast 
becoming an innovative new sector of the 
economy. 

Last November, Heerad Sabeti wrote for 
the Harvard Business Review: "With for- 
malization of the for-benefit structure, we 
will see the emergence of a fourth sector of 
the economy, interacting with but separate 
from governments, nonprofits, and for- 
profit businesses. The rise of that sector is 
likely to reshape the future of capitalism." 

The Social Enterprise Alliance, the 



nation's largest trade group for social 
enterprises, has been scooting along since 
1997. Now with 900-plus members, the 
alliance sees the social enterprise as the 
model of the future, combining the best of 
traditional business, nonprofit and govern- 
mental roles. 

According to its website: "Social enter- 
prises are businesses whose primary pur- 
pose is the common good. They use the 
methods and disciplines of business and 
the power of the marketplace to advance 
their social, environmental and human 
justice agendas." 

Nonprofits and for-profits can both fit 
the bill. On the for-profit side, TOMS 
Shoes is an oft-cited example. The com- 
pany was founded with the idea of putting 



shoes on the feet of poor Argentinian chil- 
dren. The goal has been achieved by giving 
away a pair of shoes for every pair bought 
by consumers. Since the primary goal is 
serving the common good, TOMS quali- 
fies as a social enterprise. 

On the nonprofit side, Goodwill is the 
obvious example. One of the nation's earli- 
est social enterprises, it has run businesses 
to provide employment for those facing dis- 
abilities, unemployment, low education and 
work skills, and poverty. Discover Goodwill 
of Southern and Western Colorado, an inde- 
pendently run social enterprise, employs 
412 in-need people at nine thrift stores. The 
local branch also has contracts to do laun- 
dry and cleaning services that offer jobs for 
the disabled and disenfranchised. 

As a mental health center, however, 
AspenPointe, is largely unique. While 
most mental health centers across the 
nation offer job-placement services, and 
some offer job training, AspenPointe exec- 
utives say their research and experiences 
at conferences show it's quite rare to find 
one with a social-enterprise component 
aimed at providing those jobs. For his 
part, Fetsch, of CSU, was fascinated by the 
model, which he had never heard of. 

According to the alliance, it would be 
helpful if there were more AspenPointes 
out there. In one report, the alliance esti- 
mated that a single job generated by social 
enterprise had a net value of about $80,000 
to a community. Its website notes that

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social enterprises have major advantages 
over other business entities. 

"For example, a nonprofit that earns 50 
[percent] of its budget through its social 
enterprise is effectively matching every 
dollar of 'public income' with a dollar 
of 'marketplace income,' doubling the 
social return on investment of those pub- 
lic dollars." 

Of course, the social advantages don't 
necessarily equate to economic advan- 
tages. While it might seem a nonprofit 
social enterprise like AspenPointe Enter- 
prises would do quite well in the market- 
place — a great story, and none of those 
pesky taxes to pay — Liebert says it can 
be tough for AspenPointe Enterprises to 
compete. There's the image problem that 
pervades the idea of mental illness. And 
since AspenPointe Enterprises offers all 
employees a full benefits package, the 
prices are competitive, but not cheap. 

Still, he sees plenty of reasons to do 
business with AspenPointe Enterprises. 

"People have to buy these services any- 
way... but we tell folks [to] buy from us," 
he says. "Why? Because we have a train- 
ing program. We're going to train people. 
We're going to put them to work. We're 
going to help them find jobs. We're going to 
help them get a GED. We're trying to create 
these sustainable mechanisms to give peo- 
ple opportunities to become successful."

Larry and Marsha Ritterband have been involved in the mental 
health community for more than three decades, but they've never 
seen anything quite like this in Colorado Springs. 

"The one thing I would stress is, collaboration is beginning to hap- 
pen in our community," Larry says. 

Larry, a retired financial analyst and executive director, and Marsha, 
a retired social worker, first became interested in mental illness when 
Marsha experienced symptoms in 1980. 
They sought help and began participating in 
support groups. They were early supporters 
of the Depression and Bipolar Support Alli- 
ance of Colorado Springs, founded in 1994, 
and remain avid volunteers. 

Over the years, they say, events have 
come and gone. Sporadic efforts to bring JT 
the local mental health community togeth- S| 
er for those events — to present a united 
front — have largely failed. 

Until this year. While planning DBSA's 
annual event, "Faces of Recovery," the 
Ritterbands decided again to reach out to 
the community. They didn't expect much

In capturing the nature of war on canvas, 
knowing the story is only half the battle 



Perhaps you've seen the signs. Tiny fliers posted downtown that read: "We all 
bleed red." "Her spies are everywhere." "No one fights alone." 
It's propaganda, a call for citizens to unite behind one of two countries at war. 
The 12-person Modbo Collective — artists devoted to narrative figurative painting, 
and to each other's development — put about two years' work into Rubrittica vs. Cer- 
alusia. The exhibit spans both the Modbo and S.P.Q.R. galleries, and dates back to the 
turn of the 20th century, when tensions mounted until the death of a princess sparked 
a war. 

Atthis point, the Collective wants to keep further details vague — not only to play 
with ideas of fiction and history, but also to explore how we view conflict if we know 
nothing about the parties involved. 

"You can look at war itself, instead of specific issues we're so familiar with," says 
Erin Jones. 

"That's been one of our goals," says fellow artist and gallery co-owner and curator 
Brett Andrus, "to try and present the honor of war, the tragedy of war, the glory, the 
interesting stories, the sad stories, the stories of people persevering." 

That means galleries packed with portraits of kings and queens, landscapes of bat- 
tles, Zeppelins swarming in the sky, and a series of paintings following the story of one 
fighter who, G.I. Joe-style, single-handedly defeats an enemy unit after losing his own 
and saving a dozen children. He's the everyman-hero, says Andrus. 

Other archetypes include the soldier-artist, represented in a sketch diary created 
by Chris Alvarez. And that propaganda comes courtesy of Shannon Dunn and artist/ 
graphic designer Troy DeRose. 

Literature written by the group will accompany much of the work, casting light on 
the story and, on a deeper level, the way war has changed overtime. Part of the show 
focuses on war's impact on civilian life, given that everyone became involved when 
fighting broke out. 

"Back in that time period," says Trevor Thomas, "war was a much more personal 
thing for the country, for the family, for the individual." 

"We are in today's world, detached from everything," adds Andrus. "You know, when 
you can make a video game into something, you've basically detached yourself from it." 

Detaching from the artwork itself, whatthe Collective has done highlights the genre of 
war painting; the subdued role of the artist in the show (since it's more about documenta- 

■ tion than personal pursuit); and a group exhibit 
functioning like an installation. As the show 
travels (its next stop is Rodney Wood's gallery 
in Trinidad), Andrus hopes other artists will 
contribute and grow the story. 
So do your part and keep your eyes open.

The worldwide movement, which started 
in April 2011, aims to remove the power 
from words like "slut" and to abolish the 
idea that a woman's dress or behavior can 
comprise an invitation to be raped. And 
Colorado Springs women are joining the fight this weekend. 

On Sunday, Acacia Park will host speakers Rev. Nori Rost, settled minister at All Souls 
Unitarian Universalist Church; Beth Clements Mosley, feminist speaker and writer, and 
event co-organizer; and Kimberly Holcomb, instructor in women's and ethnic studies at 
the University of Colorado at Colorado Springs. Following the rally will be a performance 
by burlesque troupe Peaks and Pasties, and then the march. 

"I believe that what it's actually doing is taking the word 'slut' and pulling all of the 
actual positive things about women that 'slut' tries to undermine, and reclaiming them," 
says Mosley. "There's feminists who believe that we compromise our equality when we 
act a certain way, butthat's not equality; that's conditional privilege. If it's equality, you 
don't have to earn it." 

The first SlutWalk happened in Toronto last year, in response to a police officer there 
telling college students that to avoid being raped, they shouldn't dress like sluts. Per- 
sonal experiences of various types are motivating some local participants, too. 

Co-organizer Amanda Davis and afriend say they were assaulted by some boys in the 
bathroom when they were in junior high school: "The principal informed our parents that 

'boys will be boys,' and thatwas all that was going to 
be done." 

Others, like co-organizer Carolyn Cathey, 
have more general reasons for participating.

Green-thinking Larkburger is almost all you need

The food arrives upright in little 
cardboard half-boxes, carefully 
wrapped and packaged. The wood 
walls, reclaimed Monterey Cypress 
from California, are mostly bare. 
White tables and seating are as 
modern and minimalist as anything 
designed by Eero Saarinen, he of 
the Tulip chair.

There's a certain deliberateness to 
Larkburger, whose origins lie in Vail 
with Thomas Salamunovich and the 
beloved burger found at the bar in 
his restaurant, Larkspur. Inspired 
by its singular success, the Paul 
Bocuse-trained chef and his partner 
Adam Baker dotted Colorado with 
seven "fast casual" locations in six 
years, the newest between a Sprint 
store and a GameStop in the South- 
gate Shopping Center. 

It offers a lot to like. The hand- 
cut fries are cooked in canola oil 
that's later reused as auto fuel; 
the cups and salad containers are 
biodegradable, and the utensils 
made from vegetable starch; and 
the restaurant is entirely wind- 
powered, through credits purchased 
from Renewable Choice Energy in 
Boulder. 

Which is why it's confusing for a 
company that says on its website it's 
"driven by an eco-friendly philoso- 
phy and health-consciousness" to 
serve commercial hamburger meat, 
and all its related additional hor- 
mones and antibiotics, from Nation- 
al Beef Packing Co. Larkburger 
tries so hard in other small areas 
that for it to fall

unreturned as of press time, but in 
a previous conversation with the 
Indy, Baker said grass-fed beef is 
the goal as soon as it's feasible.) 

Regardless, though, these are 
damn good burgers: greasy and 
full-bodied, accurately cooked to 
order and eaten far too soon. The 
medium-sized Larkburger ($5.95) 
comes standard on a 
dense bun with crisp 
vegetables and a mayon- 
naise-like "house sauce," 
while the Truffle Burger 
($6.95) adds a strong, 
earthy aioli; either can be 
ordered "little" ($3.50). 
For extras, cheese, like 
cheddar from Tillamook, 
costs 50 cents more, 
while truffle-and-Parme- 
san shoestring fries that 
tend to cluster in little 
savory clumps of salt and 
oil are $2.95. 

Sides-wise, this is the 
first burger spot where 
I've ordered edamame 
($2.50), but the little 
salted soybean pods are 
as fresh and fun to eat here as any- 
where. The side salad ($3.75/small) 
offers a clean make-up of greens, 
while the Larkburger Red Chili 
($5.75) goes for a little smoke and 
spice with its various beans, ground 
beef, cilantro, hominy and crispy 
mas a de maiz chips. 

Other burger options include 
chicken ($6.50), turkey ($6.50), 
tuna ($7.75) and a portobello 
mushroom called the Amy Burger 
($6.50). The latter is a great choice 
for meatless-heads, but the others 
are of varying worth. The turkey 
burger is pretty dry, while the tuna 
steak and its wasabi-ginger sauce 
is a pleasant enough choice, if very 
mild. The adobe chicken breast 
with jalapeno is best. 

Quick criticisms: The burgers 
tend to soak the bun and wrapper; 
the air-conditioned dining room 
could almost store frozen food; and 
the gluten-free buns are more solid 
than soft. These are offset, however, 
by a high level of customer service 
that includes the delivery of a free 
replacement for a misordered sand- 
wich, and a careful walk- through of 
each ordered item to make sure all 
ingredients are known. 

So let us know when 
that better beef's squared 
away — the rest is all set.

Colorado Springs, meet the piada. Some- 
times called an Italian tortilla or quesadilla, 
it's a wrap-like olive oil and flour flatbread 
into which various meats, cheeses and top- 
pings are stuffed. Conceptually, national 
piada restaurant chains have been com- 
pared to Chipotle Mexican Grill knockoffs. 

A local partnership (wishing not to be 
named) that's behind our first piada place, 
Gloni Italian Street Food (1817 S. Nevada 
Ave., 328-1000), doesn't shrug at the com- 
parison, and in fact mentions the process 
of building your own sandwich at their new 
outfit (for around $6 to $8) as very much like 
the experience of building your own burrito 
at said socially conscious foil shizzle house. 

Gloni is taking over the former TK's Mon- 
golian Grill and plans to open Thursday, May 
3, with BOGO specials through May 5. 

How it'll work: You'll go down a line and 
pick a piada, salad or pasta base, then meats 
(including steak, Italian sausage and salmon), 
a sauce (alfredo, red pepper pesto, diablo 
pomodoro, etc.) and then toppings (cheeses, 
olives, mushrooms, etc.). Pair your creation 
with soups like a lobster bisque, a side salad 
or even breaded, fried calamari. Finish it off 
with a fizzy, flavored Italian soda. 

Pearls to bullfighters 

In the former La Perla Tapatia location at 511 
N. 30th St., El Torero Mexican Restaurant 

(632-4980) recently opened. Owner Louisa 
Yanez-Herrera, only 20 years old, says she 
and a small staff cook all three meals fresh 
daily, from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. (10 p.m. weekends). 

"The only thing that comes out of a can 
is our condensed milk," she says, noting 
family recipes that draw influence from 
Northern Mexico mostly. 

Guests to "the bullfighter" will recog- 
nize the standards like chile rellenos, bur- 
ritos, enchiladas and mole, but there's a 
handful of items that are lesser-seen if not 
totally unique to the Springs. One is a torta 
ahogada-\'\ke mollete breakfast sandwich of 
fluffy Mexican bread filled with eggs, beans, 
cheese and salsa. Another is a sopapilla- 
esque dessert of bunuelos, a type of fried 
flour dough topped in cinnamon, sugar, honey 
and whipped cream. Also unique alongside 
a homemade horchata is a jamaica drink, 
essentially a sweet hibiscus flower iced tea.

It's the first Paella on the Patio of the season (June 
3 and July 22, next up; $29.95 plus tax/tip) and new 
chef Jay Gust greets guests from behind a 32-inch 
paella pan. It's heaped high with lightly toasted Span- 
ish bomba rice, shrimp, chorizo, local asparagus, 
cured yellow tomatoes and an outer ring of bright red 
crawfish. Live flamenco music and steam from saf- 
fron-laced seafood stock help fill the shaded space. 

After an included sangria (it's good), wine or beer, 
plus a single buttery escargot as an amuse bouche, long 
rectangular plates of paella arrive finished in truffle oil. 
Crustacean shells are cracked and ransacked, and the 
whole mix is perfectly wonderful. Only stumbles are in 
service: checks dropped sans coffee or dessert offers, 
and no fair warning of an 18 percent post-tax auto-gra- 
tuity (so as to shield customers against the accidental 
double-grat). — Matthew Schniper

The ordering process at Which Wich is confusing 
enough that an employee stands at the door to walk 
you through it. The idea is to grab a pre-labeled paper 
sack, find a tight corner of the cramped restaurant 
to write in, and fill in your choices for meat, bread, 
cheese and vegetable options, including toppings like 
caramelized onions, sauerkraut and olive salad. 

Having completed this, we handed bags bearing 
regular orders for crab salad ($5.45) and shrimp po- 
boy ($5.45) sandwiches to the cashier. Some 15 min- 
utes later, tubes of toasted bread that don't taste that 
different from something you'd get at Subway were 
ready for pick-up. (On the plus side, the options at this 
University Village Colorado spot are more diverse 
than atthe fast-food leader.) In any case, the imitation 
crab held its own in a creamy mayonnaise mix, while 
the battered shrimp were mushy. — Bryce Crawford

Hearts adrift 

The Deep Blue Sea(R)

For U.K. audiences, films set 
in 1950s post-war London are 
akin to the movies set during the 
Summer of Love in the States: We 
know the tune by heart. In Ter- 
ence Davies' adaptation of the late 
Terence Rattigan's play The Deep 
Blue Sea, Rachel Weisz plays a 
sullen, chain-smoking adulteress 
seriously considering suicide amid 
the rubble that still dots her city, 
even a decade after World War II.

What follows in this quiet 
chamber piece is fait accompli for 
the genre: screaming matches, a 
slap across the face or two, tiny 
revelations, Samuel Barber orches- 
tration, wartime flashbacks, emas- 
culated men and needy women. 

Weisz stars as Hester Collyer, 
wife of a wealthy, agreeable judge 
(Simon Russell Beale), whose 
comfortable but boring existence 
leaves her susceptible to the cock- 
sure charms of war hero flyboy 
Freddie Page, played with simple 
darkness by Tom Hiddleston. 

It's never entirely clear what 
Hester hopes to gain from this 
relationship, aside from a respite 
from her dull, passionless mar- 
riage. In a scene meant to con- 
textualize her anguish — though 
it only ends up taking the air out 
of her self-justification from an 
audience perspective, if not her 
own — her husband's disapprov- 
ing mother warns Hester, "Beware 
of passion, Hester. It always leads 
to something ugly," adding, "A 
guarded enthusiasm is safer." 

That conversation is about 
sports, in which Hester claims 
she's disinterested, even as her 
actions suggest otherwise. She 
attempts to place her self-pity on 
a shelf during her courtship with 
Freddie, claiming their love is 



"natural," but their dates at art 
galleries and pub sing-alongs with 
his war buddies suit the pair about 
as naturally as Freddie's tortured 
readjustment to civilian life. 

Likewise, she claims deep, daugh- 
terly affection for the judge, but even 
that fills her with self-loathing. She's 
too impulsive for her husband, too 
clingy and unstable for her lover. 
What's left for her but to take deep 
breaths from a gas line? 

Are those really 
the only choices? 
They are when 
you're the creation 
of an old-school, 
stiff-upper-lip Eng- 
lish playwright on 
the verge of obso- 
lescence. 

Davies, who grew 
up in the movie's 
time period, films 
it beautifully. His 
dark shades are rich 
and suggestive, as is 
the lovers' flesh and 
Hester's ever-pres- 
ent cigarette smoke. 
Cinematographer 
Florian Hoffmeister 
excels at the heavy atmosphere, 
while production design by James 
Merifield and David Hindle's art 
direction is top-notch. 

Weisz, meanwhile, is one of 
the most vulnerable, transcendent 
actresses working today, but Davies 
reduces her to a pouty melancholiac 
of the higher order. The director, 
who also wrote the screenplay, dia- 
grams the men in her life to be of 
two minds: wearily sympathetic and 
irritably impatient. 

Hester's needs are so vague and 
elusive that her suicide attempt 
reads not as escalation but as the 
culmination of childish restlessness. 
Both men know it, and express 
it in far different ways. None of 
them can get through to Hester, 
likely because there's nothing to 
get through. For all her innate intel- 
ligence, Weisz's character is an 
empty, juvenile vessel, and one can 
sense that the actress is stranded. 

The Deep Blue Sea is likewise 
a hollow, albeit pretty film. It's a 
stationary outing from the man 
who made post-war London pop in 
1988's Distant Voices, Still Lives 
and made Edith Wharton sing in 
2000's The House of Mirth. 

Here, it seems that the gas has 
been left on a bit too long.

The Avengers (PG-13)

From Harry Potter to Twilight, from 
The Hunger Games to Marvel's 
new The Avengers and every comic- 
book movie that has preceded it, adap- 
tations of beloved pop-culture proper- 
ties face a question that is rarely asked, 
but pretty much always should be: Do 
the fans love them because they're 
great, or simply because they exist? 



of table-setting must be done as 
Agent Nick Fury (Samuel L. Jackson) 
brings together "earth's mightiest 
heroes" to face the threat of an extra- 
dimensional invasion led by Loki 
(Tom Hiddleston), Whedon assumes 
the audience's familiarity with these 
characters from their respective

Including all the individual superhero movies leading up to it, The Avengers 
has been a long time, and a lot of hype, in the making. Thank Joss, it delivers. 



Fan-thusiasms being what they are, 
you'd almost never get adherents to 
cop to the latter, obvious though it 
may be to those peering in befuddle- 
ment from the outside. Stories and 
characters that we encounter at par- 
ticular times in our lives begin to 
resonate in ways that are indefensible 
through conventional means. Yeah, 
yeah, the editing was jittery, and sure, 
the narrative bends under the strain of 
its need to please the true believers. 

But that's Katniss up there on a 
screen in three dimensions! Bella 
and Edward! Professor Snape! The 
X-Men! What part of that do you not 
understand? 

So if there's one thing that must be 
clear about The Avengers, it's that in 
some ways it's impossible for some- 
one who grew up loving super-hero 
comic books to separate that love from 
the actual film writer/director Joss 
Whedon has created. Shrug however 
you might at a story that has to pack so 
many characters and tangents into 140 
minutes, it's still difficult for me to see 
beyond the joyous awesomeness. 

That's a vibe Whedon — a self- 
professed geek of the first order who 
has written for comic books in addi- 
tion to his fan-beloved work on TV 
series like Buffy the Vampire Slayer 
and Firefly — embraces unapologeti- 
cally. Though an inevitable amount 



lifting. If you didn't see the origins 
of Iron Man (Robert Downey Jr.), 
Dr. Bruce Banner/The Hulk (Mark 
Ruffalo), Thor (Chris Hemsworth) 
or Captain America (Chris Evans), 
you're welcome to sit back, not 
understand a bunch of Whedon's 
smart referential dialogue and wait 
for the ass-kickings to commence. 

And commence they ultimately do, 
in giddiness-making combinations. 
For a large chunk of the movie, that 
means battles between the heroes 
themselves as they try to move beyond 
their competing agendas and find the 
common ground to become a team. 
Thor and Iron Man go at it; Thor and 
The Hulk exchange sub woofer- shak- 
ing body blows; Black Widow (Scar- 
lett Johansson) and the archer Hawk- 
eye (Jeremy Renner) engage in more 
down-to-earth fisticuffs. Like every 
comic-book nerd, Whedon grew up on 
"who would win a fight between...?" 
conversations. Given the opportunity 
and budget to bring those conversa- 
tions to life, he immerses himself and 
his audience in the experience. 

It all serves as elaborate prelude, 
however, to a 40-minute finale in 
which a hole in the sky over Manhat- 
tan begins vomiting forth an endless 
supply of faceless villains just waiting 
to be dispatched with a flourish. It's a 
flourish Whedon is happy to provide, 



finding glorious ways for his heroes to 
save the world in style, whether inde- 
pendently or in various combinations, 
like Iron Man launching a ricochet 
blast off of Captain America's shield. 

Nearly all of the best moments 
seem to involve The Hulk, whom 
Whedon clearly understands how to 
use in a way the two disappointing 
Hulk films never did. The only truly 
fitting description of the audience 
response to Hulk's Greatest Hits 
would be, "and the crowd goes wild." 

Was there a better way to make 
an Avengers movie than the way 
Whedon opted to make it? Maybe. 
Perhaps the shadowy cabal behind 
the scenes of S.H.I.E.L.D. could have 
been axed, or the opportunities for 
real character moments beefed up. 
There's little in the way of emotional 
connection developed, something 
it's clear from his previous work that 
Whedon does know how to achieve. 

The Avengers aspires to little more 
than gathering its geek-tastic all-star 
team together, pointing them in the 
direction of the nearest impending 
apocalypse and saying, "Go get 'em." 
Those who've been waiting for that 
moment for decades are going to love 
that it seems to have been done right 
— even if, deep in our hearts, we 
also love that it was done at all.

Liverpool fantasy 

The Wombats on tempting Paul McCartney and dancing to Joy Division 



By Bill Forman 

Did you know that motorway acci- 
dents are the leading cause of 
wombat death in Australia, even more 
so than sarcoptic mange? It's true! 

Wombats co-founder Dan Hag- 
gis isn't altogether surprised by this 
bit of marsupial trivia, and for good 
reason: Both he and bandmate Mat- 
thew "Murph" Murphy managed to 
crash their vehicles during the mak- 
ing of their 2011 sophomore album, 
The Wombats Proudly Present. . . This 
Modern Glitch. 

In retrospect, do the Liverpool hit- 
makers feel it was a poor name choice? 

"Yeah, I think we've become the 
name, rather than us naturally being 
like that," says Haggis, who claims to be 
showing early signs of sarcoptic mange 
as well. "Murph crashed his car, and 
then I ended up crashing a dune buggy 
in Dubai. Fortunately — touch wood — 
with all the miles we've covered and all 
the traveling we've done since then, we 
haven't had any accidents." 

So why Wombats, then? "It was just 
something to go on a poster in Liver- 
pool," says Haggis. "I guess we never 
assumed that we'd end up having it 
on posters in Colorado or wherever. 
We didn't think that far ahead. But it's 
served its purpose." 

Over the past five years, the Wombats 
have scored a half-dozen Top 40 singles 

in their native U.K., 
including such 
tongue-in-cheek 
indie -rock gems 
as "Let's Dance to 
Joy Division" and

"Tokyo (Vampires & Wolves)." The 
trio has come a long way since Haggis, 
Murphy and Tord 0verland-Knudsen 
(who also has a side project with Hag- 
gis called The Captain & The Princess) 
first met up at the Liverpool Institute 
for Performing Arts, a university 
cofounded by Paul McCartney. 

In fact, the former Beatle has 
cited the Wombats as a band he'd 
consider working with: "I don't do 
much production now but it might be 
very tempting," McCartney told BBC 
6Music. "I'm not sure they would want 
me. I had one of the guys from The 
Wombats in one of my classes — and 
now, years later, they're doing great." 

"It was very flattering," says Haggis. 
"He's a really nice guy, and we actually 
interviewed him on radio once, which 
was quite nerve -wracking being on the 
other side of the microphone as him." 

And what about being on the other 
side of a recording studio? "If he ever 
had time and wanted to do something, 
we'd obviously be interested." 

Pop will tear us apart 

As much buzz as the Wombats have 
generated, their U.S. tour finds them 
visiting venues a fraction of the size 
they play back home. Even though This 
Modern Glitch debuted at No. 3 in the 
U.K. and No. 2 in Australia — they 
really do like wombats down there —

they've had comparatively little com- 
mercial success here in the States. 

As such, the Wombats carry on 
in the tradition of British talents — 
from the Kinks to the Buzzcocks to 



Pulp — whose 
droll humor and 
heavy accents 
don't neces- 
sarily translate 
stateside. 

"I guess it's more a British thing, 
laughing at the dark parts of life," says 
Haggis, whose band invites compari- 
sons to the Horrors, Franz Ferdinand 
and Art Brut. "We play this sort of 
happy energetic music, but on the flip 
side, the lyrics are often dark. We just 
try to laugh at things as best we can 
do, but we never wanted to be like a 
comedy band. We just wanted to make 
people think or react in some way." 

Or as the band advises in one of its 
best-known lyrics: 

Let's dance to Joy Division, 
And celebrate the irony, 
Everything is going wrong, 
But we're so happy, 
Let's dance to Joy Division, 
And raise our glass to the ceiling, 
'Cos this could all go so wrong, 
But we're so happy, 
Yeah we're so happy. 
"Lots of songs are true to life and 
based on experiences," says Haggis. 
"And it just so happens that Murph 
and his ex-girlfriend were dancing 
on a table in a bar to 'Love Will Tear 
Us Apart' by Joy Division, and hence 
the song. They were just having like 
the best time — obviously in an early 
stage of a relationship — while the 
song they were dancing to is about 
the fact that everything's gonna fall 
apart at some point. So it's just trying 



to laugh at that, and to embrace the 
moment." 

Larger than life 

It's no surprise that the Wombats' 
lyrics are as sharp as ever on their 
more recent hits. What is surprising, 
though, are the huge advances the band 
has made musically. With its stately 
synth hook and larger-than-life chorus, 
"Jump Into the Fog" definitely deserves 
its more than 2.25 million YouTube 
hits, as does the infectious "Tokyo," 
which is following close behind. 

"We wrote 34 songs for this second 
album," says Haggis with a laugh. "I 
mean it took us a long time. Obviously 
quite a lot of songs didn't make it on 
the album, but lots of them became 
B-sides that we've used for various 
countries and special releases and 
whatnot. None of it's been wasted, and 
we wouldn't have gotten to some of the 
songs on the album if we hadn't made 
some of the ones that didn't." 

As for the future, the Wombats hope 
touring and random mishaps won't lead 
to another four-year gap between albums. 

"We're going to try to release the 
third album a little bit quicker than 
the second," says Haggis, "because we 
don't want people to forget about us."

Blunderbuss is White Stripes/Raconteurs/Dead Weather 
musician Jack White's compelling solo debut — a 21st-century 
roots music compendium that ranges from back-porch acoustic 
tracks to thunderous blues-rock. Despite the guitar assault of 
"Sixteen Saltines," Blunderbuss is a largely piano-oriented 
record, which isn't entirely a shock, since White was moving 
in that direction at the end of the White Stripes. The title cut 
has sweeping near-orchestral passages, while cascading piano 
sets the tone for "Hypocritical Kiss" and adds to the '50s-noir 
drama of "Weep Themselves to Sleep." There's an intense, pri- 
mal cover of Little Willie John's "I'm Shakin'," swinging country 
on "I Guess I Should Goto Sleep," a brushes-on-snare ballad 
"On and On and On," and the psychedelic pop of "Hip (Epony- 
mous Poor Boy)," a trackthat brings to mind the Small Faces.

No wonder Todd Snider felt compelled to do a Jerry Jeff 
Walker tribute. These 14 songs offer crystal-clear proof — 
albeit through a haze of booze and pot smoke — of how much 
Snider has been inspired by Walker's work. "Takin' It as It 
Comes," with Amy LaVere, and "Laying My Life on the Line" 
could both be Snider's own manifestos. Like most of these 
tunes, they carry a loose charm and good-time vibe. "Moon 
Child" is a slightly funky harmonica jam; "Sangria Wine," 
with Kix Brooks, is an ode to drinking; and "Pissin' in the 
Wind" sounds like the party's aftermath. But other songs 
reach directly for your heartstrings, including "Little Bird," 
with Elizabeth Cook, and "Mr. Bojangles," Walker's most 
famous composition. By stripping it down to only vocals and 
acoustic guitar, Snider and producer Don Was let Walker's 
timeless lyrics — and Snider's appreciation of his hero — 
shine through.

Tease of the week 

German researcher Thomas Hildeb- 
randt heads a project called Project 
Frozen Dumbo, whose mission is to 
collect semen from wild elephants to 
avoid inbreeding among zoo elephants. 
Hildebrandt, of Berlin's Institute for Zoo 
and Wildlife Research, travels to South 
Africa and searches for wild bulls by 
helicopter. He immobilizes the animals 
using a narcotic dart, then applies a 
procedure called "electro-ejaculation," 
which uses a 5-to-15-volt charge to force 
out a sperm sample. 

The challenge, Hildebrandt explained, 
is that the anesthetic in the dart triggers 
a muscle contraction that causes the 
elephant's 1.5 -meter-long penis to retract 
into its cavity. "In order to extract the 
sperm hygienically, we have to get the tip 
out and clean it," Hildebrandt explained, 
noting that doing so takes some teasing. 
The sperm is then collected and imme- 
diately frozen. It costs roughly $130,000 
to collect three liters of elephant sperm, 
enough to impregnate 65 cows — theo- 
retically speaking, because although 
Project Frozen Dumbo has been collect- 
ing semen this way for two years, no 
female elephant has yet to be successfully 
inseminated with sperm that has been 
previously frozen. "But we're close to it," 
Hildebrandt said. (Sweden's The Local) 

What could go wrong? 

After more than 60 years of strict 
regulation and licensing requirements, 
Tokyo's city government announced it's 
relaxing rules governing the preparation 
of blowfish, known as fugu. Until now, 
aspiring fugu chefs had to apprentice 
with a veteran chef for at least two 
years before taking rigorous written and 
practical exams, whose fee runs to $220. 
The requirements assure that chefs 
know how to separate the edible parts of 
the fish from organs filled with tetrodo- 
doxin, which is deadlier than cyanide. 
"There is the hope that the number of 
restaurants with unlicensed chefs serv- 
ing blowfish will rise, and that blowfish 
as an ingredient will be used not only 
for traditional Japanese foods, but also 
others such as Chinese and Western 
foods," said Hironobu Kondo, an official 
at the city's Food Control Department, 
indicating that outside Tokyo, where 
blowfish regulations are already more 
relaxed, "there are hardly any poison- 
related accidents." (Reuters)

Medical marijuana news of the week 



Pueblo County passes pot 

The county and city of Pueblo split ways 
last week when the county licensed its 
second medical marijuana center. Unlike 
the city, which last year passed zoning 
regulations that essentially make it impos- 
sible for a centerto open within city limits 
the county expects to license six centers 
total, says Commissioner John Cordova. 

"There used to be 17, but what hap 
pened to the other 11 I have no idea," he 
says. "But we sort of expected that; you 
know, it was a flurry when we first started 
thinking about it." 

Cordova and Commissioner Anthony 
Nunez have been leading the local charge 
for MMJ (with third commissioner Jef 
Chostner recusing himself due to his cur 
rent campaign for Pueblo district attorney) 
and it's for the reason you would hope. 

"Somebody brought me a picture the 
other day about this individual that had 
huge tumors on his head, on his scalp, and 
they've been treating it with a tar made 
from medical marijuana; and [the tumors 
are] reducing to the fact they almost look 
like they're gone," Cordova says. He adds 
"There's always gonna be abuse of some 
kind, and I don't think we can punish the 
people that actually need it — and there 
is a medical benefit for — just because 
somebody chooses to abuse it." 

The commissioner says Pueblo County 
has only recently taken action because i 
was waiting to see what developed at the 
state level. So far, it has collected roughly 
$70,000 in related fees. 

Moving MMJ money 

As we report in a news story on p. 14, Colo 
rado Reps. Beth McCann and Tom Massey 
are throwing a lifeline to the foundering 
Medical Marijuana Enforcement Division in 

the form of a bill introduced last week tha 
transfers almost $8 million into the MMED's 
nearly empty coffers. What's not mentioned 
in that story is what else is included. 

"Part of the bill is to put $2 million into 
a fund that's in the Department of Public 
Health that deals with youth and prevention 
programs," said McCann in a recent phone 
conversation with the Indy. "So, trying to 
use some of that money to help kids, as they 
grow up, learn good behavior patterns." 

The representative from Denver has 
since told Westwordthat she isn't insinu 
ating MMJ patients are substance abus 
ers, "but there have been concerns tha 
the dispensaries make marijuana more 
accessible for the young people." 

Deja vu 

Westword also reports that the state bil 
limiting how much THC can be in a driver's 
blood has been stripped of its zero-toler 
ance policy toward other Schedule I o 
II substances, making it essentially the 
same bill that failed in the Legislature las 
year.

Broncos' big-time draft recovery 

When word came that the Denver Broncos would give up their No. 25 pick 
in the NFL Draft, dropping six spots and getting a late fourth-rounder in 
return, you had to wonder if team executive John Elway had outsmarted himself. 

After all, the New England Patriots quickly used that selection to grab Dont'a 
Hightower of Alabama, an outstanding inside linebacker. Hightower could have 
instantly filled one of Denver's biggest shortcomings since team leader and play- 
maker Al Wilson was unceremoniously dumped after the 2006 season. 

Hightower had looked like a perfect fit, and obviously New England coach Bill 
Belichick agreed. Rest assured, if Hightower quickly becomes a first-rate NFL 
linebacker, that still might come back to haunt Denver and Elway. 

Then, sitting at 31st, the Broncos decided to slide again, giving that pick to 
Tampa Bay for an early second-rounder, and making another exchange with the 

Bucs to go higher in the fourth round.

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So Denver had moved down 11 picks, 
out of the first round, and had only that 
extra fourth-round spot to show for it. 
Oh, and then Tampa Bay turned that 
31st choice into Boise State runner Doug 
Martin, who had looked like an ideal 
match for the Peyton Manning offense. 

At that point, it seemed unlikely at 
best that Elway would salvage this draft. 
But then he did. Not with an impec- 
cable draft class, because at least two 
late picks (Kentucky linebacker Danny 
Trevathan and Tennessee defensive end 
Malik Jackson) appear long shots at 
best to be more than special-teams play- 
ers. But three of Denver's other picks 
could make Elway look like a genius. And a fourth could be a star of tomorrow. 

First came Cincinnati's Derek Wolfe, a defensive tackle and Big East Defensive 
Player of the Year. Wolfe, with ability as well as character, should make Denver's 
inside pass rush much better, and his aggressiveness should rub off on others. 

Later in the second round, Denver surprised many by nabbing Arizona State 
quarterback Brock Osweiler, who has an outstanding arm and attitude. With Elway 
and Manning as mentors, Osweiler will have every chance to bloom into an NFL 
quarterback. No, the Broncos didn't fill an immediate need, but they did that later 
by taking another Arizona State player, cornerback-returner Omar Bolden. 

Denver's best pick of all came in the third round, lassoing San Diego State run- 
ning back Ronnie Hillman. It meant moving up 20 picks, giving up a lower draft 
choice to do so, but this is one time when a mid-draft impulse was brilliant. 

There wasn't much reaction, but that's OK. Anyone in the Mountain West, 
including Air Force, knows Hillman's legitimacy. He's fast, durable, tough and 
explosive, and he ran for 3,000 yards in two college seasons. He makes Know- 
shon Moreno a likely third-teamer, if not expendable. In fact, lots of people with 
memories compare Hillman favorably to another SDSU runner who became an 
NFL superstar, namely Marshall Faulk. (Manning made Faulk look very good in 
their years together with Indianapolis, and the same could happen with Hillman.) 

With Hillman as well as Willis McGahee, the Broncos suddenly are much 
better off at running back than many realize. When McGahee needs a break, 
Hillman can step in smoothly, regardless of the situation. And while some say 
he's too small at 5-foot-9 and 200 pounds, he physically resembles Hall of Famer 
Barry Sanders, who was 5-foot-8 and 200. 

Put it all together, and Denver clearly has put itself in better position for the 
2012 season. How much better? That answer might come from Ronnie Hillman.

First night at The Broadmoor 

A few nights ago I crossed over. Dipped my toes into an alternative life- 
style. Experienced something I never thought I'd enjoy. I'm a switch- 
hitter. I played for the other team. 

That's right, I spent a night at The Broadmoor. 

For nearly 20 years now my relationship with The Broadmoor has been 
uneasy and awkward — not unlike Mayor Steve Bach's relationship with 
nice, honest people. It began in 1993 when, as a reporter for the local 
daily newspaper, the Gazelle-Telescope, I found out that The Broadmoor, 
responding to guests' complaints about poop on their expensive shoes, was 
quietly, at night, "relocating" its flock or "herd" of tame, hand-fed ducks. 
(Broadmoor president and CEO Steve Bartolin was so mad he spit out a 
mouthful of mallard feathers.) 

Later I wrote about the resort's secret deal with our village to keep its 
golf course soaked and green by getting hundreds of thousands of gallons 
of water at reduced rates — during one of the worst droughts in Colorado 
history. (Bartolin was so upset about that story he could barely finish the 
salmon that had jumped into his golf cart.) 

But times change. Years pass. People mellow. I sat at the resort's famous 
Hotel Bar a year ago and had a drink with the same Steve Bartolin. Turns 
out he's a terrific, regular, down-to-earth guy. We talked about baseball. 

Last week my wife and I stayed a night at The Broadmoor. It was the 10th 
anniversary of my marriage to Susie, a lovely woman who has a bumper 

sticker that reads, "All Men Are Idiots 
And I Married Their King." I laugh out 
loud every time I see it, although frankly, I 
don't really get it. 

Anyway, we arrived late in the after- 
noon. During check-in I commented on 
a portrait of Broadmoor founder Spencer Penrose behind the registration 
desk.
